From the region of the Riv- 
er Somme southward to where 
the battle line turns eastward 
furious fighting has ogerred 
on various sectors, but every- 
where the enemy has been held 
and even pushed back at some 
points. Nowhere has he been 
able, although he continued to 
throw great masses of men in- 
to the fray, to gain ground ex- 
cept an infinitesimal tract from 
the French north of Moreuil. 
British and French machine 
guns and riflemen, as in days 
past, again tore great holes in 
the ranks of the enemy as they 
endeavored to press on, 

So great have been the losses 
of the Germans in front of the 
British north of the Somme 
that Sunday saw them unwill- 
ing again to take up the stage 
of battle. Along the Searpe 
the British themselves went on 
thé offensive and to the east of 
Arras captured: the village of 
Keuechy., On the southern end 
of the line, where von Hinden- 
burg is endeavoring to pierce 
through to the old German 
positions as they stood before

Kmptying his revoiver 
the officer succeeded in fighting his 
way through, then regaining the rest 
of his party, which thén attacked the 
enemy and after lively bombing ex- 
changes amorgst the ruined dulldings, 
forced them to retreat. Additional 
information regarding the previous 
enemy raid, in which the Hun waa re- 
puleed with héavy ‘toms after securing 
a momentary footing in our lines, 


shows that the attackers came over in!
